1960. Alhoewel dit nog altyd vir my verkeerd lyk, is ons ongetwyfeld al 
met die een voet netjies in hierdie nuwe jaar. Dit pas ons dus om boeke op 
te maak. 

Tot hede kan ons die doel van die Bibliotekaris maklik tweeledig omsom: 
in die eerste plek die meedeling van onderlinge nuus en belangwekkendhede, 
en in die tweede plek die verskaffing van noodsaaklike informasie en ge- 
gewens deur middel van artikels en so meer. Aan die een kant dus gesellig 
geselsend en aan die ander kant leersaam, om dit nou maar blatant te stel. 

Indien ons die praktyk egter bekyk, sal ons miskien moet erken dat die 
artikels wat spesifiek vir die biblioteek van belang is nog ietwat agterwee 
gebly het. Daarmee bedoel ek vak-artikels in verband met uitstallings, 
Afrikana, katalogisering en klassifisering, die biblioteek se posisie in die 
dorp -- beide fisies en na sy doel; kortliks ges@, al die dinge wat vir die 
biblioteek van belang is. 

Artikels in verband met die letterkunde is ook van belang. Dit moet dien 
om die bibliotekaris se agtergrond in verband met die boeke waarmee hy werk, 
die algemene strominge in die letterkunde en die inhoud van die letterkunde 
te versterk. Inn tydperk van ongekende administrasie op elke gebied is dit 
maklik om die doel van die administrasie en die inhoud van die organisasie 
te vergeet in toespitsing op die verbetering van die doeltreffendheidsge- 
dagte -- die slagspreuk van enige organisasie, op sy beste en verrotste waar 
te neem in die handel. Die gevolg is n let eier, kultuurlose kultuurleiers 
en doellose werkers. 

Soos van Godsdiens ges@ word, kan van kultuur, van die grondlae van n volk 
se geestesgoedere ook ges@ word: dit is selde of ooit wanneer dit eg isn 
helder oogverblindende lig; dit is veeleer die krag van agter, die introver- 
te inhoudsbepaling -- en die telkense herwaardering van die waardes in die 
lig daarvan. 

Die doel van ons artikels in hierdie jaar sal dus beide gemik wees op die 
administratiewe verbetering van ons diens en ook op die inhoudsbepaling -- 
telkens -- daarvan. Dis n kwessie van balans.

SUID-AFRIKAANSE BOEKE IN DIE BUITELAND

Een van die mees geskikte geleenthede om die Suid Afriiaanse boek (en ook 
ons land!) in die buiteland bekend te stel, is die groot Internasionale 
Boekeskou wat jaarliks in Frankfurt, Wes-Duitsland, gehou word 

Hierdie tentoonstelling, wat oorspronklik deel was van die Leipsiger 
Messe, is teenswoordig by uitstek die vertoonvenster van die wéreld se 
boekbedryf. Vanjaar het 32 lande waaronder Korea, Sjina en Israel deel ge- 
neem. 1700 Uitgewers was verteenwoordig met 70,000 nuwe publikasies. Suid- 
Afrika het n mooi sentrale posisie gehad. Aan die een kant was die uitstal- 
ling van Spanje, aan die ander kant di® van Indit#, en reg teenoorn stal- 
letjie van Swede 

Dat die samewerking goed was, blyk uit die hulp wat die verteenwoordiger 
van Indit (in tradisionele drag) gegee het toe die Suid-Afrikaanse boeke n 
paar uur voor die opening gekom het, om alles uit te pak en mooi te help 
rangskik. 

Ons het in 1958 begin om die Suid-Afrikaanse uitgewers te laat belangstel 
in hierdie internasionale boekeskou en die resultaat was dat daar vanjaar 
80 boeke uitgestal kon word Die grootste gedeelte van die koste is deur 
ons maatskappy gedra. 

Dat hierdie uitstalling vir Suid-Afrika n dringende noodsaak is, blyk we! 
uit die opmerkings wat ons die eerste jaar moes aanhoor van verskillende 
besoekers op die skou. Baie van hulle was verbaas om te sien dat daar in 
Suid-Afrika behalwe Engels ook n Afrikaanse taal bestaan en dat selfs boeke 
in dié taal gepubliseer word! Ons moes ook baie vrae beantwoord oor die 
lewe, die bevolking en die apartheid in Suid-Afrika. 

Die tweede keer dat Suid-Afrika deel geneem het (van 7 tot 12 Oktober 1959) 
het dit al beter gegaan. Ons kon hierdie keer 150 boeke uitstal, asook die 
grammofoonplatekursus: Teach yourself Afrikaans. 

Die doel van die tentoonstelling is nie soseer regstreekse verkope nie, 
maar meer om kontakte te vind met die uitgewers van oor die wéreld, met die 
oog op vertaalregte van boeke. Veral in die Wes-Europese lande verskyn elke 
jaar aansienlik meer vertalings as oorspronklike werke, in Nederland is die 
verhouding drie vertalings teen een oorspronklik Nederlandse werk! 

Vir verskillende Afrikaanse boeke soos Swart Pelgrim deur Frans Vente? 
Man van Blydskap deur A.A. Odendaal, Eiesoortige Ontwikkeling deur Prof. 
A.B. du Preez en Kappiekommando deur Dr. Johanna Brandt was baie belangstel- 
ling en van uitgewers uit vier verskillende lande is vir hierdie uitgawes 


navrae ontvang.

Verbasend was veral om die belangstelling te sien, wat aan die dag gel®é 
is vir uitgawes met n Christelike strekking. Ook die platekursus Teach 
yourself Afrikaans het groot belangstelling geniet. 

Van die Engelse boeke wat ons uitgestal het, het die woordeboeke baie af- 
trek gevind. Die groot biblioteke oorsee stel spesiaal belang in publika- 
sies soos Engels-Zoeloe Woordeboek, plaatwerke oor protea’s, vols en Suid- 
Afrika e.d.m. 

Die bekende kookboek Lekkerkos gaan nou op grootskaal in sy oorspronklike 
taal versprei word in Nederland. 

Vir die eerste keer is op die boekeskou nou ook n plek ingeruim vir 
grammofoonplate van letterkundige aard. Dis verbasend om te sien hoe hier- 
die nuwe vorm van letterkunde in Duitsland opgang maak. Veral gedigte, 
voorgedra deur bekende akteurs, vind baie inslag. En mens kan ook gedigte- 
bundels koop wat agterin n grammofoonplaat bevat, wat toepaslike agtergrond- 
musiek verskaf terwyl die gedigte gelees word. Ook kinderboeke, wat op elke 
bladsy n grammofoonplaat het, is baie popul@r. 

Na die tentoonstelling in Frankfurt is die boeke na Berlyn gestuur, waar 
ons op uitnodiging van die V.V.0. saam met 15 ander lande n uitstalling ge- 
reél het, en wat van 6 tot 22 November gehou is. 

Die bewys is gelewer dat die mense oorsee vandag meer van Suid-Afrika te 
wete wil kom as wat in hulle koerante opgedis word en ons hoop regtig om ook 
op die toekomstige Boeketentoonstellings die Suid-Afrikaanse vlag te kan 
wys!

WHAT WE MAY READ 


The Provincial Library Service was not accepted without mental reserva- 
tions when under its aegis the Grahamstown Public Library passed from the 
hands of paying members and a committee representing them into the control 
of the City Council and became a "Free" Library. It is true that as a 
result many more people, young and old, are being served. As the Mayor 
pointed out on Tuesday to the Administrator, Dr. du Plessis, the membership 
at date of takeover, lst January, 1957, was 660 and as at 31st July this 
year it was no less than 4,525. Such figures speak for themselves. Mean- 
while the book stock has increased in number and variety to an extent which 
is not perhaps fully appreciated by present users, because of the thousands 
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of volumes which, with such a membership are constantly "out', in the hands 
of users However, at the back of many minds there has been a suspicion 
that, whatever its evident advantages, the centralised scheme is nothing 
more nor less than a means of controlling the books which the public may 
read Experience has, nevertheless, begun to show that any book which can 
lawfully be imported into the Union or which has been published in this 
country can be asked for and if it is not available locally but there is a 
reasonable expectation that it will be of interest to not one but several 
readers, it will in time be made available The time will, of course, 
depend on whether the work is in the central stock or on order, or has to be 
specially indented for Naturally centralised buying, although economical, 
does not give quick results - the processing of the purchases takes time, 
nor is it easy or, in the early stages even remotely possible for the head- 
quarters distributing staff to tell how a particular book will takeon in the 
various centres served. It is in this connection, however, that a conces- 
sion recently made, amounting to a grant of local autonomy, seems to put 
paid to any lingering suspicion about control over what we may read The 
concession is that local librarians may now not only supplement the numbers 
of certain books supplied by the Central Service where they consider that 
these are likely to suit the taste of their readers, but may buy works not 
included in indicated supplies coming forward from and through Central 
Service Thus if only one copy of a certain novel or other work likely to 
suit Grahamstown readers is forwarded, the librarian may buy another half- 
dozen locally if in his opinion local needs will justify this If any work 
happens to have been overlooked by headquarters and is in local demand it 
can be bought in, if avaiiable, from local book~sellers The extent and 
importance of this local autonomy are indicated by the fact that our li 
brarian is now permitted, at his discretion, to spend approximately as much 
on supplementary book supplies as was available, before lst January 1957 
that is under the old regime for total purchases of new books 

We may thus, we think, finally dismiss any suspicions that may have per- 
sisted about interference with and control of our reading matter at least 
as far as the Provincial Library Service is concerned, realising that the 
only interference comes from the general censorship exercised by the 
Government through its officially appointed censorship board or committee 
To sum up, any book which one can buy or order from his bookseller can also 
be had through our "Free" Library, so that we can only conclude that the 
decision taken by the City Council and the Committee of the old-established 
Public Library of Grahamstown, was a wise and serviceable one. [t might 
further be mentioned that the direction of the present library has been put 
in the hands of an advisory committee of seven, two of the members being 
Councillors, one the Librarian and the remaining four citizens recommended 
and invited to serve in the interests of the general public. Although all 
developments involving expenditure are naturally deait with by the Council 
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and the relevant committees thereof, these originate with a committee con- 
taining a majority of "outsiders", which, we think, makes the set-up notably 
democratic.
